The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
examiner's amendment was necessary to place claim 21 in condition for allowance in 
accordance with Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences decision mailed 3-2-10. In 
that decision reversal of the rejections made to claims 21 and 22 changed the status of 
those claims to objected. Appellants response filed 3/2/10 incorporated the limitations of 
claim 19 into claim 21 but failed to incorporate the limitations of claim 20 as well, from 
which claim 21 depended. This examiner's amendment corrects that error.
